IMPORTANT RAILROAD CHANGES 
Which Will Seriously jAffect Augusta’s 
Interests. 

Cotumsia, S. C., August 7.—[Special.]—A 


rumor, which is said to be well authenticated, 


reached this city today to the effect that the 
Georgia Central shops at Augusta are to be 
removed co Columbia and consolidated with 
the Richmond and Danville shops here, and 
that Augusta will remain a mere repair shop 
station. Such a move would put at least 
$20,000 a month in circulation in Columbia. 

It is also rumored that Superintendent 
Berkeley, of the Atlanta and Charlotte Air- 
Line, will have the Charlotte, Columbia and 
Augusta road added to his division, and that 
Superintendent Dodson, at Columbia, will be 
made superintendent of the Columbia and 
Greenville road, the Port Royal and Western 
Carolina, and the Port Royal and Augusta 
roads. Colonel Dodson is absent from the 
city, consequently he could not be heard from 
in regard to the foregoing rumors. 

Engineer McLure, of the South-bound rail- 
road, the new Air-Line building from Savan- 
nah to Columbia, was in the city today. He says 
the track layers are hustling, and within forty 
working days they expect to have the rails 
laid clear through from Savannah to Colum- 
bia. Trains are now running on a regular 
schedule from Savannah to the Sa- 
vannah river, a distance of thirty-one miles. 
The bridge across the river, a length of 550 
feet, has been completed, but there is three 
miles of trestle work on the South Carolina 
side yet to be done. As soon as this is finished 
through trains will be run to Grahams, about 
forty miles from Columbia. A number of 
cars will arrive in a few days and new Bald- 
win locomotives are expected shortly.

THE BAKER-GILMER CASE. 


The Scenes Attendant Upon the Death of 
Mra. Baker. 


Axntnapon, Va., August 7.—[Special.]—The 
evidence today in the Baker-Gilmer case has 
been damaging to the defense, although the 
witnesses have belonged to the defense. It 
would pay them not to examine another.

THE DAUGHTER’S TESTIMONY. 

Miss Luey Baker was on the stand most of 
the forenoon. She said substantially: ‘‘Il #m 
a daughter of Dr. Baker, aged twenty-one. It 
is four miles to our former home; moved here 
the 11th of December last from my ola home. 
I knew mother was in a delicate condition 
prior to her death. I was there before she 
died. She took to her bed on Tuesday morn- 
ing; had not been at all well. On Saturday 
had been very nervous. Monday was better. 
even- 
ing o'clock. During the 
day till then she was in her chair, and when I 
was called in by brother, found her lying on a 
little bed in the corner. Said she felt badly, 
commenced rubbing her head, and my father 
and sister Betsy e a dose of morphine 
for her. She liad been in the habit of taking 
it. It generally quieted her, and the after- 
effect was nausea. This was7 or 7:30 a. m. 
It was given in capsules. She generally 
took it by capsule, but don't re- 
member. I left about 1 or 1:30 for 
town; Miss Betsy came with me; we were in 
a single buggy, and she always drove it. I re- 
turned home about 5 o’clock p. m. with Miss 
Rowena Beattie. Mother was lying on the 
bed. Seemed to be very quiet, had a wet 
cloth over her face. She had been in the 
habit of using it because she was nauseated by 
the morphine. More quiet than she had been 
in the morning. I had to get supper. We 
had no help. I didthe cooking; my sister 
Betsy and my father stayed in the room that 
night with her. Mother was more quiet next 
morning. Said she felt more quiet. Don’t 
know how she rested during the night. On 
Wednesday morning father, Miss Beattie and 
the smaller children and myself were about 
the house. Mits Beattie at 9 or 9:30 
o’clock left in a single buggy 
with Betsy for Mr. McConnell’s, Betsy was 
gone about one hour andahalf. I left the 
room but once. We were both lying on the 
bed with her. She was very nervous. My 
mother told me to go outand feed the chickens. 
I was out not more than five minutes. On my 
return father was still lying on the bed with 
her. She took nomorphine that day to my 
knowledge, or any other medicine. I returned 
from feeding the chickens about 10:30 0’clock 
a.m. Ididnot leave till Mrs. Clyce and 
Betsy came, which was between 11 and 12 
o’clock. I went out to get dinner, which was 
ready about 12:30 o'clock. Left papa and 
Mrs. Clyce in the room with mother. hen I 
returned her nervousness was increased. She 
laid still, and was moving her hands and 
limbs all the time. During dinner I and m 
sisters remained with mother. They returne 
about 1 o’clock from dinner. I remained some 
minutes, and afterwards returned and went 
then to prepare some tea and toast for mother. 
Left papa, Mrs. Clyce and sister in the room 
with her. Don’t think her nervousness 
increased or diminished during the dinner 
hour. After that she grew more nervous. She 
took some tea and toast. Don’t recall any 
other symptoms; no vomiting, nor did 
she have to be taken from her bed or get 
up for any purpose. After eating the toast 
and tea, I remained in her room some minutes. 
I left the room because I thought mother was 
in labor, and did not think it proper for me to 
remain. My brother Charlie was sent out to 
have Dr. Wiley sent for. I think Charlie 
started to get John H. Clark to go for Dr. 
Wiley. At 2 o’clock p. m., before I left, 
mother said she thought she was in labor. I 
lelt the room in a few minutes. After leaving, 
I think it was tifteen or twenty minutes before 
her death was announced. i went to the 
room at once. Mrs. Rutherford was the first 
neighbor to arrive. I don’t know where Sue 
Lee was. After the neighbors began to arrive 
we all went up stairs. Mrs. Clyce came in and 
asked papa if she should send for the em- 
balmer’s fluid. He asked her what she 
thought about it. She asked me about it— 
if mother had any objection to it. I told her 
I had none to it. She said she thought it 
would be best. Brother Joe arri red there that 
night.“ 


TRE AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The afternoon was consumed in rehearing 
Dr. W. H. Taylor, state chemist, and Mr. 
Baldwin, the undertaker, who embalmed the 
body. Mr. Baldwin’s evidence was very much 
warped. He claimed at first that the fluid he 
used bore the mark M. & L.,“ but as soon as 
he heard it was to be analyzed, changed his 
opinion and said he thought it was something 
else. The n of this change was this: He 
fears the flnfd with which he embalmed her 
did not contain the poisons that he swore to. 
Dr. Taylor testified: “The fluid that 
Baldwin sent me, which he claimed was what 
he „ contained three sons—arsenic, 
mercury and zinc. In Mrs. Baker’s liver I 
found only arsenic. The conclusion must be, 
then, that arsenic was given her before she 
died, or the fluid only contained arsenic.”

Why Her Husband Went to Nashville and 
Brought Her Back. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 7.—The eloping 
wife from Pratt Mines, Ala,, was overtaken 
by her husband here this morning, and tonight 
they returned home together. The woman is 
Mrs. Jennie Suther, a pretty little blue-eyed, 
brown-haired creature, apparently not more 
thanjeighteen years of age. She and her hus- 
band, D. J. Suther, have been living happily to 
gether at Pratt Mines for two years, where Mr 
Suther is in business. 

Recently, however, Mrs. Suther had become 
despondent and expressed a desire to end her 
life. A few days ago she suggested that a trip 
to Nashville might benefit her. Mr. Suther 
readily agreed and supplied her with $200, 
with which she left Monday night and arrived 
here Tuesday morning. Wednesday morning 
a young married man, named Gus Neale, of 
Pratt Mines, arrived here and put up at the 
same boarding house and was introduced by 
Mrs. Suther as her brother. They have since 
been together most of the time although noth- 
— improper has been noticed in their con- 

uct, 

Mr. Suther, learning of Neale’s departure 
from Pratt mines, arrived here this morning, 
and securing the aid of the police,jfound Neale 
at the union depot. 

Mrs. Suther with her baggage came in pres- 
ently, and both were taken to the police sta- 
tion, where she expressed her anxiety to end 
it all“ with a pistol or laudanum, 

She was finally quieted, however, and con- 
sented to return home with her husband, 
which she did tonight. The warrant chargin 
Neale with abduction was withdrawn. He did 
not have the funds to return home, as shown 
by the letter which he addressed to the injured 
husband:

EMPEROR WILLIAM, OF GEEMANY, 
IS INTERESTED. 


WILL PROBABLY VISIT THE WORLD'S FAIR 


The Lord Mayor of London, If Invited, Will 
Come in State Next Spring and Inspect 
the Site of the Fair—Foreign News. 


Loxpon, August 7.—{Copyright, 1891, by 
New York Associated Press.}—If the presence 
of royal can insure the success of the 
world's fair in Chicago, its success now seems 
to be assured. It is certain that several mem- 
bers of the English royal family are showing 
such an interest in the progress of the prepara- 
tions as indicates an intention on their part to 
visit the fair, and communications have 
reached London from Berlin which leave 
little doubt that if Europe is at peace 
at the time of the fair, the German em- 
peror will indulge himself in the greatest 
voyage of his life in seeing America. The 
keen and growing interest taken in London in 
the fair rendersit probable that an invitation 
from the mayor of Chicago to the lord mayor 
of London, asking him to inspect the site and 
preparations for the fair this year would find 
acceptance. The question is discussed among 
members of the common council whether the 
lord mayor could take a protracted leave of 
absence from office to goin state to America. 
Precedents for the visits of lord mayors abroad, 
found in archives, support the proposal. if 
pending arrangements result favorably,the lord 
mayor will be enabled to see Chicago next 
spring, probably in a semi-private capacity, and 
his visit will be a prelude to the presence in 
State of his successor in 1893. 

THE IRISH PARTY LEADERSHIP.

ANOTHER WHITECHAPEL TRAGEDY. 


“Jack the Ripper“ Has Resumed Busi- 
ness at the Old Stand. 

Lonpon, August 7.—Much excitement was 
occasioned in the Whitechapel district this 
morning when the rumor was rapidly passed 
from mouth to mouth that the dreaded “Jack 
the Ripper“ had again appeared and com- 
mitted one of the butcheries that has made his 
name a household word in this most ill- 
favored portion of London. 

At an early hour this morning, as one of the 
denizens of Whitechapel, an old woman 
named Wolfe, was passing through one of the 
numerous dark alleys with which the region 
abounds, she was set upon by an unknown 
man armed with a sharp knife. 

The place where the assault was made was 
a dark and dismal one, and as the hour was 
early, the usual prowlers had sought refuge in 
doorways or under arches, where they lay in 
drunken stupors. 

As rows are of nightly, almost hourly, oc- 
currence in Whitechapel no attention was 
paid, if, indeed, any noise was heard to what 
was of course taken for one of the usual 
drunken scuffies, 

The woman was taken to the hospital, and 
after atime recovered sufficiently to tell of 
the attack made upon her.

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CONDEMNED BY THE MILLEDGE- 
_VILLE PEABODY INSTITUTE. 


The Experiment Would Be Costly, Cumber- 
some and Playing Into the Hands of 
Schoolbook Trusts and Monopolies. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., August 7.—[Special.] 
‘The second session of the Peabody institute, 
under the management of Commissioner Brad- 
well, is progressing smoothly. The lecturers 
are all present, and nearly fifty teachers are 
availing themselves of the advantages of the 
institute. 

Quite a number of the county school com- 
missioners 6f this section of the state accepted 
Commissioner Bradwell’s invitation to meet 
with the institute here, and held a meeting on 
Wednesday to listen to an address on the com- 
mon school laws of the state by Commissioner 
Bradwell, after which the meeting adjourned 
to the evening. 

At the evening session, with Commissioner 
Bradwell in the chair and Professor W. E. 
Rambo acting as secretary, there was a general 
discussion of the school interests of the state. 
Professor Mangum offered a strong resolution 
in favor of the legislation now pending for 
county teachers’ institutes, which was unani- 
mously adopted. 

STATE UNIFORMITY CONDEMNED. 

Dr. J. M. Griffin, county school commis- 

sioner of Greene county, offered the following 


preamble and resolutions: 

Whereas, The general assembly, at its last 
session, passed a resolution requesting the state 
school commissioner to make a report on the 
feasibility of state uniformity in textbooks, and 
the question will be an issue before the present 
legislative session, and 

hereas, We believe state uniformity to be 
false in theory and hurtful in practice, accomplish- 
ing the very end it aims to prevent, namely—ex- 
cessive cost of books to patrons; because in our 
judgment it is undemocratic, expensive, favoring 
monopoly, unwise and inexpedient; therefore, 

Resolved, That it is the sentiment of this con- 
vention, that state uniformity is not desired by 
the ple of the state, but that the selection of 
books properly belongs to the county boards of 
education. 

Resolved, That we regard state uniformity as a 
dangerous and costly experiment, and believing 
that proper county supervision will remedy the 
evils complained of, we respectfully ask that the 
general assembly take no action on this subject. 

Resolved, That we heartily endorse the action of 
the Georgia Teachers’ Association at Athens and 


— Brunswick against state uniformity, and that 


we ratify the preamble and resolutions of the 
county school commissioners at Lithia Springs. 

Resolved, That it is the sentiment of this meet- 
ing that publishers should provide depositories 
within easy reach of the people, in order to re- 
——— the cost of books fo the lowest reasonable 
po nt. 

The resolutions were passed with but one 
dissenting vote, after which the meeting ad- 
journed subject to the call of the commis- 
sioners. 

Ata subsequent meeting the commissioner 
made another strong address, in which he de- 
tailed to the commissioners the difficulties un- 
der which he was laboring with the multiplic- 


| ity of duties pressing upon him, and asking the 


aid and co-operation of the commissioners in 
building up the common schools and impress- 
ing upon the general assembly the importance 
of increased appropriations. 

At the conclusion of the commissioner’s ad- 
dress a strong resolution of confidence in the 
commissioner, and assuring him of the hearty 
co-operation of the body in all efforts for the 
weifare of the children of Georgia, was passed 
by a unanimous vote. 

Commissioner Phillips, of Jefferson, who 
voted in the previous meeting for the resolu- 
tion condemning state uniformity of books, 
asked leave to withdraw his vote, which, was 
granted without objection. 

The institute will continue for several days, 
and the interest is increasing. Lecturers 
Lynes, Wodall, Zettler, Evans, Frederick 
and Lane are all doing great work, and en- 
dearing themselves to the teachérs. 


The next institute will be held at Waycross,

WITH THE MEMBERS OF THE HOUSE 


Mr. Lewis, of Hancock has an important gen- 
eral measure now before the house, which guar- 
antees the right of hearing in the case of bills of 
exceptions.

Such a bill 1s now before the house, and 
I hope to see it become a law.”

MRS. E. P. W. PACKARD 


Presents a Strong Argument for the Pro- 
tection of the Insane. 

The bill introduced in the house yesterday 
by Dr. Hand, of Baker, is peculiar in its 
nature, and provides for some unusual legisia- 
tion. 

It provides for the protection of the inmates 
of insane asylums by granting them unre- 
stricted postal communications wlth the out- 
side world. A further provision prevents the 
confinement of sane persons in such asylums. 

„ WHAT DR. HAND SAYS. 

“The measure is of the greatest importance, 
said Dr. Hand on yesterday. Many times in- 
nocent persons—persons without the least evi- 
dence of insanity—are confined in asylums and 
are not allowed to communicate with the out- 
side world. Sothey are compelled to stay 
there although they are as sane as you or I. 
They are falsely confined, and there is no rem- 
edy for it except in such legislation as this, 
and I think the measure should be passed. 

HOW IT ORIGINATED. 

Mrs. E. P. W. Packard, of Chicago, has 
been in the city for some time, and has talked 
with many of the legislators upon the matter, 
She is an earnest advocate of such a measure, 
and is endeavoring to secure the passage of a 
similar act in each state in the union. 

She has prepared quite an interesting pam- 
phlet upon this line, and many arguments are 
presented as to why such a law should be put 
into effect. Some of the arguments are strong, 
and if they hold in our states, such a measure 
may be necessary. It is probable, though, 
that the facts presented are from other institu- 
tions than Georgia’s asylum, 

Her pamphlet is addressed to the members 
of the general assembly. It states at the out- 
set that insane asylums are often made hor- 
rible prisons where innocent victims of malice 
are sometimes hidden and rendered power- 
less toescape. The communications of the 
inmates to the outside world —.— through 
the hands of the manager of the asylum, who 
destroyed all letters objectionable to him. 

It went on to say that England, Belgium 
and Germany had long since adopted such a 
law, and several states in the union had fol- 
lowed their example. The arguments for the 
measures, in short, were these: 

A free and unrestricted communication between 
the inmates of insane asylums and the outside 
world will be to the inmates of insane asylums 
what a police force is toacity—a means of pre- 
venting crime. 

It will afford them an innocent gratification. 

It will cultivate their affection for their rela- 
tives, which, under the present censorship, is most 
cruelly shaken, if not destroyed. 

It will mitigate their mental torture by allowing 
it a natural vent, or expression. 


As the present censorship is regarded by them 
as an outrage upon their rights, its removal will 


justice. 

It will give their friends atest of their mental 
condition. 

They now have no opportunity for self-defense, 
and this will afford them this reasonable right. 

It might preveut the culmination of evils de- 
veloped in IIlinois, New York, Vermont and In- 
diana by their investigating committees, by af- 


the charges were reported. 

If the complaints are delusive, it could hurt 
no one; if true, they should be corrected without 
public exposure. 

ONCE CONFINED HERSELF. 

The pamphlet then goes on to tell the story 
of how Mrs. Packard had been once unjustly 
confined in such an asylum on account of re- 
ligious opinions. It tells of her experience 
and inhuman treatment while there, and of 
her useless efforts to communicate with the 
outside word, in order to secure her release. 

Finally she got a communication to some 
one outside, and it was handed toa fades. She 
demanded trial, but as her husband, who had 
sent her there, had no evidence to convict her, 
she was pronounced sane after a short trial. 

Thus she has made it her mission to secure 
laws in all states to prevent such unjust and 
unmerciful imprisonment. The bill would 
not affect the superintendents of asylums in 
any way, and what the circular says it will do 
for the patients has already been told. 

The circular states that there is but one ob- 
jection to the bill, and that so small that it 
should be overlooked when such great results 
are to be accomplished.’ That is, people 
would be subjected to annoyance by commu- 
nications from insane persons. 

So the bill has been formulated by Dr, 
Hand, and is now before the house. 

Its course and the discussion it will create 
may be interesting. 


HE AMENDS HIS ANSWER. 


C. C. Williams, Colored, Has an Explana- 
tion. 


WARRENTON, Ga., August 7.— [Special. 
C. C. Williams, the negro merchant who re- 
cently 2 * answers to the questions pro- 
pounded by TRR CONSTITUTION relative to 
negroes voting, comes to your correspondent 
asking that he be heard further on the ques- 
tion to which he gave such an unfavorable

them as much thought before answering as he 
should have. When your correspondent first 
visited Williams he asked the question: Are 
negroes kept away from the polls?” to which 
Williams replied: ‘‘Of course, I have always 
believed that they were.“ Your correspond- 
ent said: Then a answer this question, 
ves.“ Williams said, I do.“ 

Williams now materially modifies his answer 
by the explanation which follows. 

Says Williams: In answering that question 
yes, I did not mean that negroes were kept 
away from the polls by either force or persua- 
sion, but negroes are often kept from voting 
as they wish for the money there is in it to 
them. Inthis way only is the negro kept 
from voting as he wishes, and not by force.“ 

Your correspondent then asked: Does this, 
in your opinion, apply to all elections?“ 

„No.“ said Williams, my observation is 
that negroes take very little interest in 
national and state elections, and my answer 
applies to county and municipal elections.“ 

our correspondent wishes to state that 
Williams isa weil-to-do negro here. He has 
always had the respect of the whites, and his 
answer to the question above explained, was a 
wonderful surprise. It is our opinion also 
that had Williams taken more time before 
answesing that question, his answer would 
have been different.

MRS. E. P. W. PACKARD 


Presents a Strong Argument for the Pro- 
tection of the Insane, 

The bill introduced in the house yesterday 
by Dr. Hand, of Baker, is peculiar in its 
nature, and provides for some unusual legisla- 
tion. 

It provides for the protection of the inmates 
of insane asylums by granting them unre- 
stricted postal communications wlth the out- 
side world. A further provision prevents the 
confinement of sane persons in such asylums. 

„ WHAT DR. HAND SAYS. 

“The measure is of the greatest importance, 
said Dr. Hand on yesterday. Many times in- 
nocent persons—persons without the least evi- 
dence of insanity—are confined in asylums and 
are not allowed to communicate with the out- 
side world. Sothey are compelled to stay 
there although they are as sane as you or I. 
They are falsely confined, and there is no rem- 
ody for it except in such legislation as this, 
and I think the measure should be passed.” 

HOW IT ORIGINATED. 

Mrs. E. P. W. Packard, of Chicago, has 
been in the city for some time, and has talked 
with many of the legislators upon the matter, 
She is an earnest advocate of such a measure, 
and is endeavoring to secure the passage of a 
similar act in each state in the union. 

She has prepared quite an interesting pam- 
phlet upon this line, and many arguments are 
presented as to why such a Jaw should be put 
into effect. Some of the argumentsare strong, 
and if they holdin our states, such a measure 
may be necessary. It is probable, though, 
that the facts presented are from other institu- 
tions than Georgia’s asylum, 

Her pamphlet is addressed to the members 
of the general assembly. It states at the out- 
set that insane asylums are often made hor- 
rible prisons where innocent victims of malice 
are sometimes hidden and rendered power- 
less to escape. The communications of the 
inmates to the outside world — — through 
the hands of the manager of the asylum, who 
destroyed all letters objectionable to him. 

,It went ontosay that England, Belgium 
and Germany had long since adopted such a 
law, and several states in the union had fol- 
lowed theirexample. The arguments for the 
measures, in short, were these: 

A free and unrestricted communication between 
the inmates of insane asylums and the outside 
world will be to the inmates of insane asylums 
what a police force is toa city—a means of pre- 
venting crime. 

It will afford them an innocent gratification. 

It will cultivate their affection for their rela- 
tives, which, under the present censorship, is most 
cruelly shaken, if not destroyed. 

It will mitigate their mental torture by allowing 
it a natural vent, or expression. 

As the present censorship is regarded by them 
as an outrage upon their rights, its removal will 
help to reinstate in their minds the principle of 

ustice. 

It will give their friends atest of their mental 
condition. 

They now have no opportunity for self-defense, 
and this will afford them this reasonable right. 

It might preveut the culmination of evils de- 
veloped in Illinois, New York, Vermont and In- 
diana by their investigating committees, by af- 
fording each case a chance for settlement when 
the charges were reported. 

If the complaints are delusive, it could hurt 
no one; if true, they should be corrected without 
public exposure. 

ONCE CONFINED HERSELF. 

The pamphlet then goes on to tell the story 
of how Mrs. Packard had been once unjustly 
confined in such an asylum on account of re- 
ligious opinions. It tells of her experience 
and inhuman treatment while there, and of 
her useless efforts to communicate with the 
outside word, in order to secure her release. 

Finally she got a communication to some 
one outside, and it was handed toa 1 She 
demanded trial, but as her husband, who had 
sent her there, had no evidence to convict her, 
she was pronounced sane after a short trial. 

Thus she has made it her mission to secure 
laws in all states to prevent such unjust and 
unmerciful imprisonment. The bill would 
not affect the superintendents of asylums in 
any way, and what the circular says it will do 
for the patients has already been told. 

The circular states that there is but one ob- 
jection to the bill, and that so small that it 
should be overlooked when such great results 
are to be accomplished.’ That is, people 
would be subjected to annoyance by commu- 
nications from insane persons. 

So the bill has been formulated by Dr, 
Hand, and is now before the house. 

Its course and the discussion it will create 
may be interesting. 


HE AMENDS HIS ANSWER. 


C. C. Williams, Colored, Has an Explana- 
tion. 


WARRENTON, Ga., August 7.—[{Special.]—

illiams says at the time these questions 
were propounded he was busy and did not give 
them as much thought before answering as he 
should have. When your correspondent first 
visited Williams he asked the question: Are 
negroes kept away from the polls?“ to which 
Williams replied: ‘Of course, I have always 
believed that they were.” Your correspond- 
ent said: Then 1 answer this question, 
ves.“ Williams said, I do.“ 

Williams now materially modifies his answer 
by the explanation which follows, 

Says Williams: In answering that question 
yes, I did not mean that negroes were kept 
away from the polls by either force or persua- 
sion, but negroes are often kept from voting 
as they wish for the money there is in it to 
them. Inthis way only is the negro kept 
from voting as he wishes, and not by force.“ 

Your correspondent then asked: Does this, 
in your opinion, apply to all elections?“ 

„No,“ said Williams, * observation is 
that negroes take very little interest in 
national and state elections, and my answer 
applies to county and municipal elections.” 

our correspondent wishes to state that 
Williams is a weil-to-do negro here. He has 
always had the respect of the whites, and his 
answer to the question above expjained, was a 
wonderful surprise. It is our ‘opinion also 
that had Williams taken more time before 
answesing that question, his answer would 
have been different.

ATLANTA, GA., August 8, 1891. 
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Statesmen Out of Office. 

When ex-Senator Ingalls remarked, on a 
recent occasion, that he was a statesman out 
of a job, he probably meant that he was out 
of office. He is not out of a job, for he con- 
tinues to study and deal with the problems 
that engage the attention of statesmen, and 
he occupies a wider field than he had in the 
senate, and is better paid for his work. 

The country needs a few more statesmen 
out of office. Half a century ago Macaulay 
said that he would sooner expect a profound 
work on political economy from some un- 
known man in a country town than from a 
man who had been a brilliant debater in the 
house of commons since the age of twenty- 
five. A man who has served long in a legis- 
lative body gets into the habit of being su- 
perficial. He sees that he can make a 
limited stock of general knowledge satisfy 
the public, and he soon comes to the con- 
clusion that there is no use in piling up a 
big supply when there is no demand for it. 
Why go deep into asubject if people are 
going to suppress him or leave him speaking 
toempty benches? This applies to our 
time and our country as well as to England. 
Our men in office lead lives of hurry and 
worry. They barely have time to skim the 
surface of great questions and great books. 
They have little time for reading, and 
almost none for thought. Asa rule, the 
great ideas they champion have come to 
them from outside sources—from thinking 
men among the people who are unconsciously 
moulding the opinion and legislation of the 
country. 

Wendell Phillips in the north, and Henry 
Grady in the south, two very different men, 
living and laboring under very different con- 
. ditions, never sought and would not hold 
office; but each wielded an unrivaled in- 
fluence over the popular mind, shaping 
policies and measures, and formulating 
ideas that crystallized into legislation. 
These men were just as much statesmen out 
of office as they would have been if they 
had held high places. They needed not the 
applause of listening senates. When they 
spoke it was ina larger forum, and they 
had for an audience their countrymen. 

Whether Mr. Ingalls has it in him to 
make himself a leader of men, now that the 
senatorial toga no longer drapes his should- 
ers, time will show. Heis undoubtedly a 
more conspicuous figure just at present than 
he was when he was in the senate, but he 
will need something more thana brilliant 
lecture, or an article bristling with epigrams, 
to win for him a commanding placein the 
eyes of the people. If he has the abilities 
of a genuine statesman, with the courage of 
his convictions, his attractive powers of 
speech and graces of style will make him a 
power in the land. But if his capital con- 
sists of a pretty speech and a few sounding 
phrases he will have to step aside for men of 
thought and action who come nearer to the 
people’s ideal of leadership. Frankly, we 
must say that we do not see in his recent 
work the shadow of coming greatness, 
describes himself as the voice of one crying 
in the wilderness. He peddles out his 
comments, protests and complaints, but says 
that it is not his business to suggest a 
remedy. 

The people want something more than 
this. They demand leaders who cannot 
only point out existing evils, but suggest a 
remedy, and have the skill and courage to 
apply or cause it to be applied successfully. 
Statesmen of that class, whether they are in 
or out of office, are very much wanted just 
now. 


Competing With Southern Cotton. 

India, Egypt and the Transvaal will add 
this year about 25 per cent to their last 
year’s crop of cotton. 

When we consider the growing demand 
for Egyptian cotton in this country to be 
used in the finer fabrics, it is plain that 
southern cotton planters should take steps 
to improve the general quality of their sta- 
ple. The New York Dry Goods Economist 
calls attention to our danger from this for- 
eign cotton. It says: 

It is too late to make a diversion in the planting 
by directing attention tothe growth of a larger 
quantity of the Allan or Peeler cotton. But with 
the efforts of other nations to grow a portion, if 
not all their cotton, this early opportunity is im- 
proved to remind cotton planters throughout the 
south that competition is being fostered to their 
disadvantage, and they cannot be too quick in de- 
vising measures fora more extensive growth of 
the Allan cotton, and any other fine, long and col- 
ored staple that will answer in the place of the 
Egyptian. There is ample time before the plant- 


ing of another crop to secure much necessary data 


and seed, and we feel confident that wi 

care extended in the direction — 2 — 
efits arising from a successful growth of the long 
combing staple would be very remunerative to the 
planters, while it would confer a boon upon the 
cotton manufacturi dustry of this country.

The Richmond Times remarks that the 
situation is rendered the more serious be- 
cause no duty has been imposed on imported 
cotton.

Then the McKinley tariff re- 
duces the duty on the coarser grades of cot- 
ton goods, these being the grades largely

No Fear of the Alliance. 

The New York World remarks that the 
democratic victory in Kentucky demon-

at last, and we should be gladder if other 
esteemed contemporaries nearer home were 
to make the same discovery.

was demonstrated long before the Kentucky 
election. The only danger, so far as we 
know, has been that the arrogance of small 
politicians and unsympathetic newspaper 
editors would operate in other parts of the 
south as it has operated in South Carolina. 
Fortunately, the conservatism and common 
sense of the farmers are proof against the 
continual nagging of the editorial brethren 
who are convinced that they carry the dem- 
ocratic party in their pockets. We have had 
a good deal of this nagging in Georgia, but 
it has amounted to nothing, and the spirit 
of intolerance behind it seems to be subsid- 
ing. When an editor or politician sticks his 
head out of the window inthe middle of 
the night and yells Third Party!’’ it has 
been the habit of THE CONSTITUTION to 
throw a bucket of cold water on him and 
have him put to bed. The remedy is a good 
one. It brings about a condition of peace 
and serenity that is wonderful to behold. 
In Georgia the third party prophets are 
gradually retiring to their couches for a 
season of reflection and repose, and we shall 
hear less and less of the senseless suspicions 
and aspersions that have been directed at 
the farmers’ movement. 


The World’s Fair Abroad. 
We are destined to hear from the McKin- 
ley bill in more ways than one. 
It is denounced abroad, as well as at 
home. 
The other day, when something was said 
about the possibility of a visit from the Ger- 
man emperor to our world’s fair, the lead- 
ing newspapers of Berlin proceeded to throw 
cold water upon the whole business. 

And they made a good point. As one of 
them expressed it: The idea of holding a 
world’s fair in a country bound by McKin- 
leyism is grotesque. German manufacturers 
cannot hope to obtain a market there. Only 
Americans will profit by the experience 
gained in inspecting the exhibits, and they 
will probably then increase the duties.“ 

Now, from an outside point of view, this 
is sensible. When we have a tariff so re- 
strictive of trade as to be to a great extent 
prohibitory, why should foreign nations go 
to the trouble and expense of figuring in our 
big fair, when it cannot help their trade? 

But, while we admit that our German 
friends take a just view of the situation, ac- 
cording. to the facts before them, it is in 
order to give them a friendly hint. This 
oppressive burden of McKinleyism is a tem- 
porary incubus. The American people have 
revolted against. it, and the next election 
will complete the work of the great popular 
uprising of 1890 and sweep away the last 
vestige of this law. 

By the time the world’s fair is ready to 
open the American people will have smashed 
this robber tariff iniquity, and our gates 
will be open to the trade of all the nations 
of the earth. 

We want the imperial Germany across the

ual can invent. 


The Money of the Constitution. 

The Kansas City Times makes a good 
point when it reminds its readers that the 
constitution of the United States, section 
10, article 1, says: No state shall make 
anything but gold and silver coin a tender in 
payment of debts.“ 

This constitutional recognition of the 
double standard has never been altered or 
amended. We started out with the double 
standard, recommended by che greatest 
finauciers and statesmen of the republic, and 
the people have never yet given their con- 
sent to part with it. 

The significance of this point lies in the 
fact that it is a complete answer to the mon- 
ometallists who pretend that the remonetiza- 
tion of silver would be in the nature of an 
experiment.

When Professor Scomp Lost His House 
and All It Contained. 


Governor Northen has received a reply to 
nis letter to Protessor Scomp asking about the 


“The colonial documents, along with my 
own peerless library and everything else in my 
house, were consumed in the fire which ut- 
terly ruined me on the nights of June 8th 
and 9th. 

“You may remember that you and I. the 
morning preceding, had a short conversation 
about the matter which I have so long had at 
heart, i. e., the publishing of the manuscripts. 
I think, just as you were lea ung the church, 

suggested that I come up before the legis- 


| Jature should convene and bring the manu- 


scripts, and we would make one more effort 
to get that body to take steps for the publica- 
tion. This I to do, though I was 
weary of the long, fruitless labor which I have 
undergone in the last three or four years 
while trying to call public attention 
to the matter. I told you last 
autumn of the long search I made for the doc- 
uments, and of their accidental discovery 
after they had been practically consigned to 
the flames. They were so wasted and moth- 
eaten in many parts as to be legible quly to an 
expert in Georgia history. I suppose no other 
man living save Colonel C. C. Jones had ever 
made any use of them, and probably nota 
hundred men in the state were aware of their 
existence. ! 

tried in manifold ways to induce the leg- 
islature to save these precious old moth-eaten 
relics, but I met with so little encouragement 
that I had nearly lost hope. I certainly had 
no personal ends to be subserved. Indeed, so 
far from it, I had told certain objectors on the 
score of expense, that I would, if desired, un- 
dertake the work of arranging the manuscripts 
for publication—a task of nolittle magnitude— 
without the charge of a dollar for my labor. 

I presume no one else in the state regrets 
so deeply as I.the loss of these valuable relics. 
I wish the state would procure from England 
and publish in book form such Georgia manu- 
scripts as may still be in existance.” 

Professor Scomp is a great student and one 
of the most learned men in the state. His 
efforts to have the papers printed. were from 

selfiish motive but only that the history of 
Ghorgia as a colony might be preserved and 
put in such a form as to be acocessible to the 
student. 

The record which the papers that have been 
destroyed principally contained, related to 
the acts ofthe colonial trustees, and as in 
their charge was the general welfare of the 
colony, thefrelations and treaties with the In- 
dians, the manuscripts contained a great deal 
that was of historical value.

„The most recent scheme on foot, said he, 
‘tig the building of a mammoth ice factory at 
Chickamauga. Representatives of capitalists 
who propose to engage in the enterprise have 
lately been on the ground, and it is pretty well 
assured that we will have a material result of 
their investigation. : 


They propose to build the biggest ice machine 
in the south, if not in the country, something 
Uke two thousand tons per day. The ice is to 
be manufactured from the water of Crawfish 
springs, which as everybody knows who has 
ever seen it declare to be the most delicious 
and beautiful they have ever seen. The 
spting you know flows 65,000,000 gal- 
lons per day—ample fora city of a million 
people. With such an immense plant and 
such ice as can be made out of the water of 
our spring, the gentlemen who propose to en- 
gage in the enterprise expect to be able to com- 
pete with ice makers all over the south, 
working under liberal treatment by the rail- 


roads. 
„ . 


Speaking of the wonderful Crawfish spring 
and the proposed big ice factory, brings up an- 
other scheme that is already under way for the 
utilizing of the sparkling waters. 

This is to pump to Chattanooga to be used 
as a source of the city’s water supply. Al- 
ready considerable work has been done toward 
the consummation of this enterprise. The 
distance from Chattanooga to the spring is 
about twenty miles. The plan is to convert 
the escape smoke from the big coke ovens 
which are built by the land company into 
power to do the pumping. 

Chattanooga people, Mr. Lee says, are en- 
thusiastically in favor of changing the 
source of their water supply from the Tennes- 
see river to Crawfish Springs, and await with 
impatience the completion ofthe undertak- 
ing. 

* * 

Naturally Gordon Lee and Chickamauga 
bring up the state encampment. 

„Ot course we want the encampmrnt next 
year,“ said he, and, in fact, permanently, if 
there is to be a permanent encampment, 
which, however, looks somewhat doubtful 
from the attitude of the present legislature 
toward the military. 

“We want the encampment not because we 
made any money out of it, or particularly be- 
cause we expect to make any money out of it 
in the future, directly. We could not do it 
and make thecash contribution, besides the 
site, which we did. Itis the advertisement 
of the encampment that we want, whieh is 
all the better for the military, as it is to our 
advantage to make them have as pleasant and 
profitable a time as possible. 


“Do I think we will get it next year? Why, 
if it were left to the choice of the military I 
could almost say I know it. This is especially 
the case with the south Georgia soldiers. They 
want to get as far away from the hot section as 
they can. Next year the Central railroad will 
be in condition to give better transportation 
facilities than they did this year, because you 
know they had just taken hold of the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Columbus when the en- 
campment opened. They say they will be 
able to guarantee a fiftecn-hour schedule be- 
tween Savannah and Chickamauga, barring 
unlooked-for accidents, of course. 

'i tell you something to show you how 
anxious our company was to make the encamp- 
menta go. While we only got three weeks 
when we should have had four weeks, you 
know, we paid the state $900 more than we 
agreed to—$5,900. Of course this extra $900 
was refunded to us when it was brought to the 
attention of the state: officials.’’

WEST END AND ITS TAXPAYERS. 


Some Suggestions and Reflections of Pass- 
ing Interest. 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION—I noticed in your issue 
of Wednesday a few paragraphs relating to West 
End and the improvements that are there con- 
templated. These paragraphs are extremely in- 
teresting as showing the needs of West End in 
several important directions. In one of them tho 
statement was made that it was the purpose of 
the city authorities to bore an artesian well for 
the purpose of supplying the town with water. 
I think we may as weill drop the term “artesian,” 
since it is well known that no artesian well can be 
bored in this region. What is meant is 
a deep well, similar to that at 
the junction of Peachtree, Marietta and 
Decatur streets, or the well used by Mr. Benja- 
min’s ice factory. Mr. Benjamin was fortunate 
in not striking the strata of granite which seems 
to underlie Fulton county. There is no assurance 
that West End would be so fortunate. Let us say, 
however, that the deep well is feasible—though it 
would certainly be in the nature of an experiment, 
and a very costly one at that. At any rate, let us 
Say that it is possible. What would be the proba- 
ble cost? The well itself is simple enough, and 
perhaps cheap enough, but what would be the 
probable cost of itsadjuncts to the occasion? To 
be at all adequate to the needs of the town, there 
would have to be a standpipe or water tower, ca- 
pable of holding a sufficient reserve supply; there 
would have to be several miles of main and sub- 
sidiary pipes; there would have to be a stationary 
engine to elevate the water; and, if we are to have 
fire protection from the same source, a steamer, a 
hook and ladder truck, a hose reel, and five or six 
horses would have to be purchased and kept cdn- 
stantly in service, together with the crews neces- 
sary to man them. 

It is useless to discuss or even consider this 
matter. The unreasonableness of the sug- 
gsestion disposes of it at once and 
finally. West End cannot afford to build 
toy waterworks or to maintain a toy fire depart- 
ment The resources of the corporation are now 
taxed to their utmost and the populace gradually 
contracting a public debt that is certain to give 
them trouble sooner or later. 

I have heard it said that it is the policy of West 
End to incur a debt as large in proportion as that 
of Atlanta, and thus equalize matters. It is a 
singular proposition. If, after we have incurred 
this proportionate debt, we go into Atlanta, how 
are we to escape our proportionate share 
of it? It is said that Atlanta will 
assume the debt. True—but when we 
become citizens of Atlanta we reassume 
it, andthe larger the gift of indebtedness we 
make the larger proportion of the whole we shall 
have to pay. 

Meantime, while we are incurring this debt of 
equalization, it should be borne in mind that we 
are paying higher taxes proportionately than the 
citizens of Atlanta. This would not be a serious 
matter if money grew on squash vines, but the 
most of us, I fancy, are compelled to scuffle 
around a good deal to make both ends meet. Com- 
mon sense and self-interest. both suggest 
that citizens who are paying taxes in West 
End can save money by becoming citizens of 
Atlanta. My motives, I confess, are purely selfish. 
They rise no higher than my puny pocket book. 
Other things being equal, I should prefer to see 
West End retain its individuality. Those of us 
who became residents of the suburb to escape high 
taxes and to enjoy country life, were perfectly 
willing toget along without city improvements. 
Desirable as these are they are costly, and they 
are costlier in West End than in Atlanta, as I have 
thoroughly demonstrated. We cannot go back to 
the old suburban style. We have gone too far. We 
are stepping to urban music, and we cannot 
jump over the fence and escape in the briers. It 
is too late. The policy of public improvement in 
West End, which is on as large a scale as that of 
Atlanta, must be carried out. There is no room 
for two opinions here. The only questicn is, shall 
we pay more for the improvements than they are 
worth? In other words, shall we pay more for 
them than the citizens of Atlanta are paying? 

It is a matter of cold, hard cash, and the peo- 
ple of West End must decide it for themselves.

BETWEEN THE M. AND u. G. AND

There Will Be No Strike, But Part of the 
Men Discharged Will Go Back to Work. 
Others Keinstated Also. 


The threatened strike and boycott on the 
Marietta and North Georgia has been averted. 

A compromise was effected yesterday be- 
tween the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers and Receiver Glover. 

Both sides made concessions, but from what 
can be learned of the nature of the compro- 
mise, it seems that the brotherhood had, the 
better of it. 

Assistant Grand Chief Youngson has re- 
turned to Nashville, and the engineers say 
that thereis a perfectly satisfactory under- 
standing between them and Receiver Glover, 
and there will be no farther trouble. 

The conference between the brotherhood 
and the receiver lasted all day yesterday until 
just ten minutes before the Western and At- 
lantic train left for Manetta. 

It was at that time that Receiver Glover 
put his signature to the new agreement be- 
tween the road and the brotherhood. He 
then left the lodge hall, and with Mr. Young- 
son went direct to the depot, having barely 
time to catch the train. 

A resolution was, adopted by the meeting 
that the terms of the compromise should be 
kept secret. 

Mr. Youngson, Mr. Glover, and all the 
engineers present at the conference, refuse to 
give any details in regard to the agreement. 

Mr. Youngson, however, says that mutual 
concessions were made and that all parties are 
now well satisfied. 

Some of the engineers, who were discharged, 
and whose discharge precipitated the theat- 
ened reopening of the strike, are to go back to 
work, but others are not. 

The concession of the brotherhood is prob- 
ably in agreeing that only certain ones of the 
discharged men should be reinstated, and the 
road’s concession is very likely in consenting 
to take back any of the discharged men. 

Besides this—the return to work of a portion 
of the recently discharged men—other men 
who were not reinstated under the first agree- 
ment are now to be reinstated under yester- 
day's agreement. 

This much of the new agreement Secretary 
Harris, of the brotherhood, gave out upon 
authority of the meeting. But he could go no 
further into details. 

The men referred to as not having been re- 
instated under the first agreement, as the 
engineers say should have been done, and who 


brotherhood. 

They went out with the brotherhood men 
when the strike was ordered, however, and 
for that reason the brotherhood insists that 
they be includedin any concession accorded 
brotherhood men by the road. 

As to the men recently discharged, and some 
of whom are now togo back, only those are 
reinstated, who, upon investigation of both 
sides by the brotherhood, were found not to 
have committed any very flagrant violation of 
the road’s rules. The brotherhood agreed that 
the discharge of the others was justifiable, 
and did not insist upon their reinstatement. 

But justhow many men outof the seven 
said to have been discharged by the receiver 
go back, and how many do not is not dis- 
closed.

The engineers are perfectly satisfied that 
Mr, Glover will fulfill the new agreement to 
the letter, together with the old one, which is 
still effective so far as it provides for the 
preferment of brotherhood men and the raising 
of wages as soon as the road is financially able 
to do so. | 

From Marietta. 

MARIETTA, Ga., August 7.—[ Special. Tour 
correspondent saw Receiver Glover this even- 
ing. The following seemsto have been the 
cause of the trouble, and the removal of which 
brought about a settlement. 

During the former strike, C. F. Willingham 
was employed as hostler at Marietta along 
with others whotook the places of the strikers. 
He held that position until recently, when he 
went on a visit to his family, near Flowery 
Branch. Barber, who was not a brotherhood 
man, and who was employed during the farmer 
strike also, was temporarily employed to fill 
his place. 

This same Mr. Barber, and one of the 
former strikers, by the name of Brewer, 
have, since the first trouble, both 
been discharged for violating the same rule 
of the road.

WILL BB BROUGHT HERE. 


And Will Be Located at Atlanta’s Suburb, 


The famous Southern Female college is 
to be moved from LaGrange to Atlanta. 

Or rather to that delightful saburb of At- 
lanta, known as Manchester. 

For several days negotiations on this line 
have been pending, and yesterday afternoon 
an agreement was reached—an agree- 
ment which brings to Atlanta one 
of the foremost institutions of learning in 
the south, and is another and a most im- 
portant step toward making Manchester a 
great center of education. With two such 
institutions as the Georgia Military institute 
and the Southern Female college as a pu- 
cleus, Manchester’s claims as an educational 
center are already established. And this is 
but the beginning. It is proposed to change 
the name of the town to something more 
in keeping with the educational character 
of the place, and there will in all prob- 
ability be other and important additions in 
the near future. 

The removal from LaGrange to Atlanta is 
the most important event in the history of 
the Southern Female college. The removal 
does not, of course, take place at once—such 
an important step cannot well be taken in a 
hurry; but just as soon as the new buildings 
to be erected are finished, Professor Cox’s 
splendid institution will be a part of At- 
lanta. 

The college grounds—fifty acres in extent 
—are in the heart of Manchester. Upon 
these are to be built what will probably be 
the finest school building in the sonthern 
states. And the surroundings will be ideal. 
_ Tue ConstiruTion will carry to the peo- 
ple of LaGrange the first intimation they 
will have of the change. Since 1842, in 
which year the institution was founded, the 
college has made its home at LaGrange, and 
naturally, has been one of the principal 
contributors to the town’s prosperity. The 
news of the proposed transfer will, therefore, 
be decidedly unpleasant news to LaGrange, 
but what is LaGrange’s loss is certainly 
Atlanta’s gain, and furnishes evidence that 
Atlanta, not content with being the railroad 
and insurance center of the south, is soon 
to become the educational center. 

Professor Cox Explains It. 

Ashas been stated, the final agreement 
about the transfer was reached yesterday.

In 
the meantime there will be no change at 
LaGrange, the college not only being kept up 
to the standard of the past, but increasing its 
facilities there. The change, when it comes,

The lo- 
cation gives all the advantages of city and 
country. About seven milesfrom Atlanta, 
just beyond the union of the Central and the 
West Point railroads, it has rapid transit to 
and from the city and has still all the health- 
fulness and delights of the country. An 
hourly train on the West Point road and two 
dummy lines will furnish splendid railroad fa 
cilities. Ali of these advantages had weight 
in inducing me to reach the decision I have. 
Then another is the character of the com- 


‘munity at Manchester—or whatever the town 


may eventually be named. The community 
will bein all respects the right sort for an edu- 
cational center, as this will be. Many of the 
leading ministers of Atlanta have already 
either selected lots there, or signified their in- 
tention of so doing. Dr. Lee, Dr. Walker 
Lewis, Rev. Mr. Christian, and others have 
already made their selections, as have a 
number of prominent citizens and cultured 
people. The company which owns the property 
has been careful in the selection of purchasers 
for the lots, and Manchester will be made up 
of the most desirable people.

THE GROWING CROPS. 


SHE OUTLOOK FOR THE CORN CROP 
VERY ENCOURAGING. 
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Cotton Crop Only Moderate—Sound Words 
of Advice from Commissioner Nesbitt. 
The General Average. 


The crop report for the month of August, 
Just out, is very encouraging, but the cotton 
prospect is only moderate. These figures are 
arrived at by averaging about four hundred 
reports from every section of the state. 

In spotsin different sections of the state 
small areas of the corn crop have been injured 
by dry weather, or rust, or grass, or cater 
pillar, or bollworm, or shedding. The crop 
is practically assured to average 98. as it has 
advanced far enough in its growth not to be 
seriously affected by dry weather. 

North Georgia shows 98; middle Georgia 
averages 90; southwest Georgia, 97; southeast 
Georgia, 109, and east Georgia, 95. In all 
these sections, as will be seen from these fig- 
ures, the outlook is unusually promising. The 
crop is practically made, and fodder saving is 


in progress. 
The Cotton Crop. 

Greater interest is felt in the condition of 
the cotton crop than any other cropin the 
state. It is the crop upon which the farmers 
ot Georgia have grown lately to mainly de- 
pend, and for this reason great interest is 
felt in the crop. The report of the cotton crop 
is not as encouraging as it might be. 

The present average is 85. 

North Georgia averages 79, middle Georgia 
85, southwest Georgia 90, southeast Georgia 
94 and east Georgia 80. 

These doubtful words close the cotton re- 

rt: 

PrN accurate estimate can be made sooner 
than 20th to 25th of August. But it will re- 
quire a coworking of all the best elements and 
an absence of all calamities to make a full 
crop. This state of things is not likely to 


sorghum, potatoes, sugar cane and 
rice all promise well. 
Talk to Farmers. 
Commissioner Nesbitt, in his monthly talk 
to farmers, gives some valuable adyjce to 
farmers. Among many other valuable things, 
he says: It is true that the corn harvest will, 
in all probability, bean abundant one, but we 
should not allow this to prevent our making 
assurance doubly sure by putting in a large 
small-grain crop. I have recently taken ob- 
servations in the different sections of the state, 
and what I have seen but confirms my pre- 
vious statements that the majority of Georgia 
farmers are making a grand mistake in pursu- 
ing the cotton myth, when they could gain 
from the substantial provision really the com- 
petence to which they are entitled and which 
they deserve. 1 do advise that 
this question be adjusted on a strictly business 
basis, and that the farmers, having the light of 
reason and past bitter experience to guide 
them, lift themselves out of their present diffi- 
culties. Last week the first bale of new cotton 
from Dougherty county, classed middling, sold 
in New York for7 cents. The price of corn in 
Georgia is 81.“ 
The Experimental Station. 


Contained in the crop report is a very interest- 
ing report of the Georgia experiment station, 
by Mr. R. J. Redding, director. 

A history of the station from its foundation 
at Griffin in 1889, up to the present time. The 
Statement is made in order to let the farmers 
of Georgia know what the purposes of the sta- 
tion are, and what is being done there. 

It states that 130 acres of land one mile north 
of Griffin, and $4,000 with which to erect 
buildings were given by the people of Spalding 
county. Officers were at once elected, build- 
ings erected, and the farm was prepared for 
experimental work. The buildings comprise 
three dwelings, a chemical laboratory, a large 
stable and barn, a general office, six laborers’ 
cottages, a ginnery, and a dairy house. The 
officers area director, vice director, and chem- 
ist, an agriculturist and dairyman, a horti- 
culturist and assistant chemist. 

The station is maintained exclusively by 
the fund received from the United States gov- 
ernment, together with the proceeds of sale 
of such of its crops as may be marketed. The 
state pays nothing for its regular support. 

The farm is valued at $10,000 and the build- 
ings at $4,000. 

For the present the Georgia station has de- 
termined to give its chief attention to the fol- 
lowing lines of investigation: 

1. Culture and fertilizer experiments and 
variety tests of cotton. 

2. Culture and fertilizer experiments and 
variety tests of corn. 

3. Culture and fertilizer experiments upon 
the sweet potato. 

4. Methods of preservation of the sweet po- 


tato. 

5, Culture experiments on grasses and forage 
crops. 

6. Feeding experiments with stock and 
Cattle. e 

7. Culture and fertilizer experiments upon 
the cow pea, especially in relation to its use as 
a manurial crop. 

8. Investigations and experiments in dairy- 


ing.

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HE GIVES HIS REASONS FOR HIS 
SCHOOL ORDINANCE. 


He Thinks; It Will Keep Out No Children 
from the Public School—Thinks 
It Will Pass. 


The school ordinance introduced by Alder- 
man Reinhardt in the general council Monday 
afternoon has been the subject of much com- 
ment and discussion. 

Major Slaton, superintendent of the public 
schools of the city, is strongly opposed to the 
ordinance, as was seen from an interview with 


him in Wednesday morning’s paper. 

Alderman Reinhardt was seen yesterday, 
and talked very freely concerning the ordi- 
nance. 

Wbat have yon to say in answer to Super- 
intendent Slaton’s views on the school ordi- 
nance ?’’ he was asked. 

„Woll,“ replied Mr. Reinhardt, I suppose 
he was only looking at the ordinance from one 
standpoint, and then without due and careful 
consideration, while the tax committee in 
drafting the ordinance has given the subject 
more thought, with an eye to all of the city’s 
departments and the means of raising the nec- 
essary revenue torun them. I will here state 
that the committee is in favor of giv- 
ing td Rs ys possible to make the city 
public schools easy of access and to throw no 
obstacles in their way, but the schools as well 
as the city’s other departments are growing 
daily and their needs must be anticipated.” 

Do you believe that the passage of the or- 
dinance will bar out many children from the 
public schools, as Superintendent Slaton sup- 


“No. The superintendent is simply mis- 
taken about that. I do not believe it will keep 
any one from school, certainly but few.“ 

Woll, do you think it will accomplish the 
purpose for which it is intended ?” 

“Yes, I think it will. The system has 
worked well in other departments of the city, 
and I don’t see why it will not do in 
this case. For instance, the police commis- 
sioners have a rule that has been 
in force for some time, compelling applicants 
not only to give in their city taxes, but to also 
pay all city taxes due before they can be 
elected as policemen, and it has, I am in- 
formed, worked well, and has kept out non- 
residents. Again, the tax committee this 
year, by close observation, ascertained that 
— a number of persons were not giving in 
their city taxes, but would apply for licenses 
to run a business, and when closely ques- 
tioned they had to admit that they had 
not given in their tax for this year, 
nor had they fora number of years; in fact, 
some seemed to think they did not have to 
pay city taxes. So the tax committee to 
remedy this evil recommended asin this case 
—an ordinance requiring all persons to give in 
their city taxes before license could be issued 
them, if they had anything to give in, and 
since the adoption of that ordinance it has 
worked well and is bringing in defaulters 
every day, who come in like good fellows and 
give in and get their license and 
I know it has not kept the first person out of 
business. Various other instances might be 
oe toin which the system has worked 
well. 

It is a good ordinance, and should, and I 
believe will, be adopted by the council. And 
mark my words, Superintendent Slaton will 
join in the admiration which will follow the 
operation of this ordinance. It will keep out 
no children and will augment the city’s 
revenue. 

Now if it is Superintendent Slaton’s idea 
to look only to the increase of the city’s schools 
without an eye to paying the expense of run- 
ning them, why not say to children outside the 
city, ‘Come into our schools. You shall not be 
required to pay any tax, come along.’ You see 
where his idea would lead to. I, too, believe 
in compulsory and free education but the free 
school must be kept up by taxation, and taxa- 
tion should be as nearly equal as possible. He 
says the vaccination ordinance keeps out some, 
still he says it’s a good ordinance. One looks 
to the health and the other to the finances. One 
cannot well exist without the other. I presume 
if-the superintendent’s monthly salary de- 
nded upon making all pay their city taxes, 
us criticism upon the ordinance would not 
have appeared. And I might say here 
that the superintendent’s labors may be 
somewhat increased; if so, he is too much in 
love with his work to object, even if his pay 
is not increased, but the extra work will fall 
upon the city assessors. 
Here is a copy of the ordinance: 
Be it ordained by the mayor and general council 
of the city of Atlanta, That before children who 
are otherwise eligible for admission into the pub- 
lic schools of the city of Atlanta shall be admitted 
to seats therein, it shall be made to appear that 
the parents or guardians of such children have re- 
turned to the city tax assessors and receivers 
their property of every kind liable for city taxes, 
or that such parents or guardians have made a 
sworn return, showing that they own no property 
of any description which is liable for city taxes, 
and that — are not liable for street taxes, and 
the reason of the exemption therefrom. 

Sec. 2. The return required to be made by the 
preceding section, whether it shows property sub- 
ject to taxation or not, shall also include annually 
a statement of the name, place of residenee and 
occupation of such parentor guardian, and also 
the number, namesand ages of their children 
within school age. 


keep in their office a book in which there shall be 
entered annually a record of the names, occupa- 
tions and places of residence, with the names and 
ages of their children within school age, of all 
parents or guardians who do not pay any city 
taxes, specifying also in each case the cause. of 
non-payment. 

Sec. 3. This ordinance shall be published in the 
daily papers of Atlanta days before the first 
Monday in September, 1891, and shall go into ef- 
fect on the opening of the fall term of the city 
publie schools on that day. 

But the question of the right of children other- 
wise eligible to seats in the 832 schools in 1892 
and subsequent years, shall be determined by the 
making or failure to make the return required by 
this ordinance by the 20th day of May each year, 
providing that the general council, upon the sub- 
sequent making of such returns, and the showing 
of good cause for its delay, may relieve against 
the penalty of exclusion from the public schools 
See. 4. The board of 

. 4. The of education of said cit 
Atlanta is hereby charged with the duty of ov 
that the provisions of this ordinance are rigidly 
enforced. 

ou see the ordinance does not go into 
effect until next year. That will be ample 
time for all to act aud every person who will 
take the pains toinvestigate will see the im- 
portance and justice of the ordinance. 

J want to say in conclusion, if every person 
owning property in the city would return their 
prey for what itis worth, the city taxes 
could reduced to 1 per cent, instead of 
14 per cent, and the city would have as much 
revenue as she has under the present system, 
where only a part are giving in and paying.”

5,000 Eyeglasses Given Away- 

No business house was ever worse jammed 
and packed than the optical establishment at 
58 old capitol building yesterday. Before 7 
o’clock yesterday morning the crowd began to 
collect. Every one was eager for a pair of 
eyeglasses which Faulkner, Kellam & Moore 
had advertised to give away in honor of the 
anniversary of their grinding the first lens in 
the south. By 9 o’clock the jam was so great 
it became necessary to take precautio. ary 
measyres in propping up the floor. The fac- 
tory in the rear of the old capitol building 
was stopped, and all hands were put to work 
at opening the cases of eyeglasses and ar 
ranging them for distribution. The whole 
force could not arrange them fast enough to 
supply the crowd, so one man was stationed at 
one of the factory windows in the rear and 
the crowd of boys who had collected in front 
were sent around to this rear window. The 
glasses were thrown out to them broadcast, 
and such a scrambling as this caused has 
rarely been seen before. By noon Faulkner, 
Kellam & Moore’s entire force was exhausted 
from the rush and hurry, and operations were 
suspended till 2 o’clock. At that hour the 
glasses were again given out. At 3 o'clock 
messengers were sent in from the Western 
Union office with requests for a lot of the 
glasses.
